Representative delegations from the 
Atlanta real estate board, Woman's 
club and other civie organizations fa- 
voring the proposed «2,000,000 Cen- 
tral park project will assemble in 
council chamber before the finance 
committee at 10 o’clock this morring 
and urge that body to pass favorably 
upon a resolution that would place 
the matter before the voters at a spe- 
cial referendum. 

Alderman J. L. McLendon intro- 
duced the resolution providing for the 
holding of a special election on the 
bond issue at the last session of ceun- 
cil, following the launching of the 
project several month® ago by the 
real estate board. It is proposed to 
raise $2,000,000: for acquisition of a 
tract of land, and development, con- 
sisting of 126 acres, embraced by 
Cain, Williams, Lo.ejoy streets and 
North avenue, which would be con- 
verted into centralized recreation 
grounds. The largest portion of this 
property at present is utilized as res- 
idental districts. 

Realty Men Favor It. 

George M. Brown, Jr., president 
of the real estate board, announced 
Monday that a large delegation from 
that body as well as others heve, would 
invade the city hall and attempt to 
impress upon the finance committee 
the desire of the voters for favorable 
action on the measure. 

Statements from numerous Atlan- 
tans identified with the growth and 
expansion of this city, in which they 
strongly indorse the movement; were 
issued during the day, as was also 


roponents of the project, urging 
them to get in touch with their rep- 
resentative in council and impress 
upon him the necessity of favorable 
action on the L:easure.

Chicago, May 14.—The United 
states railroad labor board resumed 
functioning again today, facing re- 
ports from railroad labor circles in- 
dicate, a concerted drive by the unions 
for increases in wages that may total 
$150,000,000 or more -nnually. 

Since April 15, the date the terms 
of three of its members expired, the 
board has not been able to render 
any decisions on the disputes pending 
before it as the vacancies were not 
filled until last Friday when Presi- 
dent Harding announced the re- 
appointment of Judge R. M. Barton. 
of Memphis, Tenn., and Horace 
Baker and E. F. Grable, of Detroit, 
former head of the maintenance of 
way organization, were named to fill 
the vacant Jabor posts. 

The first of several docketed wage 
disputes facing the board expected to 
be decided is the Philadelphia & 
Reading case. Certain classes of em- 
ployees have asked for a 10 per cent 
increase in addition to restoration of 
the wage rates in effect prior to the 
cut of July 1, last, retroactive to July 
1, 1921. 

Reports from union men previous- 
ly have indicated that increases in 
wages will be sought on all the roads 
where agreements were signed termi 
nating the July shop crafts strike. 
Other reports have stated that shop- 
men already have entered into nego- 
tiations with the managements of the 
New York Central, the Baltimore & 
Ohio, and the Pittsburg & Lake Erie 
for wage increases totalling about 
$50,000,000 annually; should those 


conferences fail of result the labor 
board in all probability will review 
the disputes. 

Ir the majority of wage disputes 
now before the labor board increased 
cost of living and the general ten- 
dency of other industries to boost 
wages are cited as arguments.

?Why the Weather? 


DR. CHARLES F. BROOKS, 
Secretary American Meteorological | 
Society, says: 

There Is Water in the Air. 


All atmospheric air contains 
moisture, and warm air usually 
contains more moisture thau does 
cold air. Therefore, when warm 
air is cooled there must come a 
point at which it can no longer 
contain all of its moisture and con- 
densation takes place. The tem- 
perautre at which this phenome- 
non oecurs is known as the dew- 
point, The importance of the 
dew-point in weather science 
is evident when one considers that 
only when this . temperature is 
reached does the condensation of 
atmospheric moisture take place 
in the form of dew, fog or cloud. 

The number of degrees which 
the temperacure must fall before 
the dewpoint is reached depends 
upon the humidity. If the air con- 
tains close to the maximum pos- 
sible amount of water vapor at 
the existing temperature, then the 
dewpoint will be quickly reached. 
If the air is relatively dry, then 
the temperature iall must be great- 
er if condensation is to take 
place. 

For example, on a May morning 
when a column of heated air rises 
from the earth's surface it is cool- 
ed by expansion until, finally, its 
temperature is reduced to the dew- 
point, and the condensation of sume 
of its moisture forms clouds. If 
the warm column consists of bigh- 
ly moist air the cemperature drop 
required is only a few degrees and 
the dewpoint will be reached at no 
considerable height. If the air’! 
is dry the ascending current will 
have to rise higher before clouds 
are formed.

MUSSOLINI TO GIVE 
SUFFRAGE RIGHT 
TO MANY WOMEN 


Rome, May 14.—(By The Associ- 
ated Press.)—Premier Mussolini has 
promised that his government will 
necord the vote to certain categories 
of women and this has met with the 
heartiest approval from the delegates 
to the ninth congress of the interna- 
tional suffrage alliance, which opened 
its sessions here today. 

The premier’s declaration on the 
subject afforded the delegates a thrill 
end the discussion which followed it 
overshadowed all other questions. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi- 
cent of the alliance, remarked to The 
Associated Press correspondent: “Pre- 
mier Mussolini has demonstrated evo- 
lutionary progress. From doubt about 
woman suffrage he has arrived at the 
conviction that it cannot be long post- 
poned,”

Chicago, May 14.—One divorce has | 
been granted for every five marriage | 
licenses issued in Chicago during the 
first three months of this year, and 
in the last ten years the ratio of di- 
vorees to marriages has nearly dou- 
bled, figures compiled here today in- 
dicate.

Sta- 
tistics show divorcees have doubled in 
the last eight years, while marriages 
have increased one-eighth. Some of 
the reasons for divorce advanced by 
the judges are:

Ultra-sophistication of the rising 
generation. 

Tendency of young married cou- 
ples to live with their parents, thus 
becoming susceptible to their influ- 
ence, 

Too little religion in the home, 

Poor cooking, resulting from wom- 
an’s desire to leave the “home fires” 
for a business career and makesbift 


delicatessen dinners. 

Economic marriages, where both 
husband and wife work, the figures 
indicate are a success, as the princi- 
pals rarely seek dissolution of the 
matrimonial bonds.

What Good Does It Do?

Of course, there is much scientific 
research going on at all times that 
may seem to be of but little prac- 
tical value in a purely material sense. 

It took time on the part of in- 
vestigators to determine that a cod 
has several millions of eggs, and that 
if all these eventually became codfish 
they would choke the seven seas. It 
required effort to figure out that if all 
the descendants of a single green fly 
survived and multiplied until the end 
of one summer they would weigh five 
times as much as the total human 
population of the United States. 

Nor was it a smal! task to dis- 
cover that an oyster may have 60 
million eggs, and if its progeny sur- 
vived and multiplied its great-grand- 
children would number 66 with thirty- 
three noughts after it, while the re- 
sulting oyster shells would form a 
heap eight times the size of the earth. 

But all such facts add to our total 
of biological knowledge and make it 
easier to control life. 
organic evolution is founded on laws 
that are not wholly understood, and 
much to our needed information mus‘ 
come from studies in the animal king- 
dom. This leads on to erf¥enies and 
the problem of racial domination. 

For instance, the birth rate of the 
foreign population of the United 
States coming largely from eastern 
and southern Furope is so much great- 
er than that of the Anglo-Saxon stock 
that within a sincle century the Iatter 
will he bnt a fraction of the whole. 
THonch it may seem to he a long 
inmp from orster eggs to hiochemical 
theories as ther affect life control and 
the never ending human struggle for 
existence. the fact remains that all re 
search which supplies new knowledce 
will sooner or later be found useful 
and profitable.

Tuberculosis

culosis that the first rule for recovery 
is “Keep away from doctors and 
medicines,” get plenty of good food 
and fresh air, and go west.” Just a 
word to them about that. 
word, but the word of a man who has 
won the battle with tuberculosis in 
his own home: 

“If it were not so tragic it would 
be ‘amusing, the manner in which I 
first decided to take the cure at 
home. At that time I was-still able 
to attend to my business, and having 
learned in a general way that fresh 
air, good food and rest would cure 
tuberculosis, I continued at my busi- 
ness. Because I did not work so hard 
and spent more time at home, I was 
under the impression that I fulfilled 
the requirements for rest. I crowded 
into my stomach all it would hold, 
with extra supplies of milk and eggs, 
not forgetting cod liver oils; and 
thought that the foods I consumed 
would somehow heal the lungs.’ 

It is a wonder that this man did 
finally win his battle. He ‘evidently 
started knowing some things which 
ain't so. But luck was with him. 
Ile continues: 

“From this method of treating tu- 
berculosis the inevitable happened— 
a turn for the worse, higher fever, in- 
creased cough, ete. It was no longer 
a question of whether I could afford 
to neglect my business; my physical 
condition made attention to business 
out of the question.” 


That wasn’t so lucky in itself, but | 


it brought good luck in the form of 
the First Essential for Recovery from 
Tuberculosis which the victor de- 
scribes as follows: 

“At this time I secured the services 
of a physician who ordered me to bed 
and kept me there from the early part 
of March until the end of May.”

Alfred Herrington, one of the most 
prominent and widely-known mem- 
bers of the bar in the state, until his 
retirement a few years ago on ac- 
count of ill health, died at his home 
399 Ormond street, Monday afternoon 
at 5:45 o'clock. Death was due to a 
stroke of apoplexy. 

Mr. Herrington was formerly a resi- 
dent of Swainsboro, Ga., having moved 
to Atlanta about seven years ago from 
that place. He was born in what is 
now Truetlen county, in 1852, In po- 
litical affairs of the county and state 
he was a strong figure. 

He was judge of the city court of 
Swainsboro from 1899 to 10902, in- 
clusive, and served as_ presidential 
elector for Grover Cleveland, in 182. 
He was solicitor-general of the mid- 
dle judicial circuit tor eight years, and 
editor of Pine Forest, a weekly pub- 
lication, which later became the For- 
est Blade, now published at Swains- 
boro, 

Mr. Herrington was also a well 
known lecturer, and his tour of the 
northern and middle western states 
when he lectured on “The Negro and 
the South,’ is well remembered by 
many as one of the trtumphs of his 
career, This tour was said to be 
productive of much good to the south, 
in that his lectures were instrumental 
in cementing the good will of the 
north to the south in the post war 
idays. 

He was a member of the Masonic, 
Knights of Pythias, and I. OQ.

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OF FOREIGN LABOR 


Reports That European 
Immigrants Are Finding 
Easy Access to United 
States Are Being Probed. 


Washington, May 14.—An infux of 
cheap foreign labor, especially from 
Mexico and China, was considered 
today at a conference of Secretary 
Davis and officials of the immigration 
service. Methods of tightening up 
the Mexican border were gone over, 
and reports that European immigrants 
were finding easy access to this coun- 
try through Cuba weve under discus- 
sion. 

Within the last nine months, Sec- 
retary Davis said, more than 40,000 
Mexicans have entered the United 
States, finding their way to the Mich- 
igan sugar-beet fields. Although 
their entry was legal, he said, only a 
few of them paid the $8 head tax 
required, 

One of the measures to be employ- 
ed as a result of today’s conference 
will be a stringent application of this 
tax. 

In the same period, Mr. Davis said. 
62,000 Canadians have crossed the 
northern horder, but the tax had been 
collected from all of them. 

Employment agencies have been 
busy in Mexico for some time recruit- 
ing laborers for use in the United 
States lahor department, reports in- 
dicate, and entry of many Chinese 
has been noted. The Chinese. it was 
said, came in as seamen with permis- 
sion to remain 60 daye. Then they 
were recruited as laborers and have 
heen absorbed in the country’s popu- 
lation. 

An investigation has heen hegun to 
determine the basis of reports that 
Europeans have found it possible to 
obtain quick naturalization in Cuba 
and certain Central Aierican govern- 
ments and then come immediately to 
the T'’nited States. Immigration re- 
strictions do not anply to countries 
on the western hemisphere.

CONSIDER INFLUX 


8,322 Medals 
Given Heroes 


Of World War 


95 Congressional Medals of 
Honor, Highest VU. S. 
Award, Bestowed. 


Washington, May 14.—A total of 
$322 medals, including 95 congres- 
sional medals of honor, the highest 
American award for valor, had been 
iseued by the war department for 
services rendered in the world war 
up to April 7, when the time limit 
fixed by congress on decorations for 
services during the war expired. A 
recapitulation made public today 


shows that in addition to the medals 
of honor, 6,151 distinguished service 
crosses, awarded also only for valor, 
and 2.076 distinguished service med- 
als, awarded for services of unusual 
merit in places of responsibility, were 
issued. 

Of the 95 medals ‘of honor five 
went to the unknown soldiers of the 
United States and its associates in 
the war, Great Britain, France, Italy 
ard Belgium. A distinguished service 
cross also was placed of the casket 
of America's akndene soldier at Ar- 
lington by special authorization by 
congress, 

The care taken in awarding medals 
cf honor ig brought out by the action 
of the board of general officers, 
charged with sifting the acts of hero- 
ism, in striking 911 names from tke 
list of 2.638 recommendations for this 
honor, The medal of honor roll con- 
tains the names of 1,722 men for 
nets of heroism prior to the world 
war. 

Of the,group decorated with the 
distinguished service cross, 92 men 
performed acts which were held to 
entitle them a second time to that 
award, In those cases, however, the 
cak leaf cluster was issued in lieu 
of a second cross, While the recap- 
itulation did not indicate what pro- 
portion of crosses went to enlisted 
men, war department records show 
that most of them were awarded to 
the enlisted personnel. 

The distinguished service medal 
awards were made as follows: To 
officers, 1,192; enlisted men, 2; army 
nurses, 24; navy and marine corps, 
42: American civilians, including ten 
welfare workers and one woman em- 
ployee of the signal corps, 69; allied 
officers, 526; foreign civilians, 25, 
In addition 195 medals and one with 
the oak leaf cluster were issued to 
helders of certificates of merit.

newspaper, Not in recent years have 
they seen teams so closely bunched 
[t is doubtful if the fans of a genera- 
tion ago were ever treated to any 
tighter campaigns. ) 

The cluttered condition of the field! 
is probably the explanation for record- 
breaking crowds reported by every 
city holding a franchise in organized 
baseball. It is surely the reason, if 
having a team in the running for pen- 
nants is the magnet that attracts 
money to the box office. for in the 
Southern, National and American! 
leagues, every outfit, with one or two 
exceptions, has a chance for cham 
pionships. 

The baseball race is just about one 
month old. Usually when a campaign | 
has reached this stage, the starters 
are pretty wall strung out. When the! 
various club’ have been playing a 
month, careful students of the game| 
are ordinarily able to come mighty 
close to calling the winner in each 
circuit. .The competing organizations 
should show by that time whether they 
will make a race of it, or throw in 
the sponge, turning their thoughty 
to the next sengon. . 

Giants Stand Out. 

And yet, thus far in the leagues 
previously mentioned, but one club of 
the 24 holding franchises has shown 
any disposition to make a runaway 
affair of the grind. In the National 
league the Giants look to be head and 
shoulders above any oppesition that 
will be furnished them, but in the oth- 
wr circuits no alarming string of vie- 
tories has put any particular clu» 
away out in front, 

It is small wonder. then that the 
warmth of the struggleis getting next 
to even the observers who display 
only mild interest in the pastime as a 
rule. ‘here is our managing editor, 
for instance, whose worries in base- 
ball are confined wholly to Ty Cobb 
and his Tigers. When the M. BE. was 
a very young man he became intense- 
ly interested in Tyrus, who was then 
a reernit just beginning to make his 
mark in the majors. His loyalty to 
“The Peach” has lasted through tie 
years. Now he asks but two ques 
tions daily: The number of hits Cobb 
made and the Detroit score. 

Still Monday afternoon he snatched 
precious minutes for a discussion of 
the races.

WHEAT ADVANCES 
DESPITE BEARS 


Flurry Fails to Bring 
Slump After Rise on Sub- 
stantial Decrease in Vis- 
ible Supply. 


Chicago, May 14.—Wheat respond- 
ed today to a substantial decrease of 
the United States’ visible suppply to- 
tal, and averaged higher in price, 
notwithstanding a bearish flurry in 
the oats market. Wheat clsed firm 
at 1-8 cent to 1 1-2 cent net’ gain, 
with July $1.15 1-4 to $1.15 3-8 
and September $1.13 5-8 to $1.13 3-4. 
Corn finished 1-4 to 5-8 cent up, and 
oats down 7-8 to 1 5-8 cent. In pro- 
visions, the outcome was 5 cents to 
25 cents advance. 


Upturns in tne price of wheat be- 
gan in the early trading, and were 
helped by opinions expressed in some 
quarters that liquidating sales had 
come to an end, and that a rally was 
to be looked for. Wheat bulls derived 
a little courage also from strength 
shown by the stock market. Crop pros- 
pects for winter wheat appeared tu 
be improving, though, and sudden 
weakness which developed in the oats 
trade led at one time to a temporary 
sharp setback in wheat prices. 

Rallying power made itself es- 
pecvially evident nevertheless in the 
wheat market during the last hour of 
the exchange session. Announcement 
that the domestic visible gupply had 
shrunk 2,479,000 bushels, about three 
times as much as in the previous week. 
led to much covering on the part of 
the shorts. Some aggressive new buy- 
ing of May wheat took place, too, in 
the final dealings, and was ascribed 
to export interests. In this connection. 
notice was taken of the smallness of 
world shipments and of the fact that 
supplies afloat on the ocean had re- 
cently been curtailed. 

Corn. like wheat, was only affected 
in a transient way by the weakness of 
oats. A decrease of 3,760,000 bushels 
in the visible supply of corn helped 
to rally the corn market. 

Favorable weather for the oats crop 
and selling led by a house with Omaha 
connections depressed the oats mar- 
ket. It was said also that Texas 
would be shinping new odfs the first 
week in June.

ADMIRAL FULLAM 
BACKS AIR SERVICE 


Pleads for “Three-Plane 


| Navy” — Recommends 


Landing Place Here for 
Planes. 


“Airplane service for commercial 
transportation and defense is not a 
dream or an experiment; it is a re 
ality,”” Rear Admiral W. F. Fullam, 
ii. S. N., retired, told members of tbe 
local chapter of the National Aero- 
Lautic association at an illustrated 
lecture Monday evening at the cham- 
ber of commerce. . 

“The airplane will prove a godsend 
‘o every man and save the people of 
thig city hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually. If the citizens of 
Atlanfa want air service,” he de- 
cisred, ‘they will get it, but it is 
first mecessary to establish a landing 
or the air service will be granted 
cities having landings and Atlanta 
will be left out entirely. 

Business to Benefit. 

“If business men of Atlanta will 
calculate the benefit in cash of get- 
ting air service to this city for the 
1aail alone, they will find that it will 
pay for any expense they might go 
to in order to get it,” he said. “Here's 
Atlanta, the largest city of the em- 
pire state of the south, and the head- 
quarters for the fourth corps area, 
but an airplane can’t come here, for 
there is no place to land.” 

Admiral Fullam cited the fact that 
Birmingham has a landing field, and 
stated that only a few days ago Pen- 
sacola citizens had requested the gov- 
ernment to furnish seaplane mail serv- 
ice to Tampa, which will take a 
letter there within four hours, in- 
stead of nearly 24, that are required 
at present. 

“The navy not only seeks to de- 
fend the country but to benefit the 
reople at large by proving its effi- 
ciency in all emergencies. 

Admiral Fullam exhibited a map 
of the United States showing proposed 
air lines connecting all larger cities 
nnd reaching from coast to coast. The 
line that would touch Atlanta extends 
from New York, Washington, Rich- 
mond and Baltimore to Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and New Orleans. 

Airplane for Defense. 

The airplane ag a means of defense 
is the greatest invention of the cen- 
tury, according to Admiral Fullam 
and with a three-plane navy thig coun- 
try could present an impregnable de- 
fense, because it is pactically impos- 
sible for planes from other countries 
to cross the ocean, and upon their 
arrival America could form a concen- 
trated air fleet at a point and destroy 
them as they arrived. 

A three-plane navy, the Admiral ex- 
plained, is to have a fleet of battle 
ships accompanied by an air and sub- 
marine fleet, and all of the modern 
dav methods of warfare could not pre- 
yail against this organized force, he 
stated. 

Preliminary to the illustrated lec- 
ture, Admiral Fullam was the guest 
of honor at a dinner given by the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, which 
was attended by several military men 
of high rank and a number of the 
leading business men of the city.

Was,” Pleases at Forsyth 


John Litel as “A Prince There 
Was,” being played this week at the 
Forsyth theater, made his audience 
fcel last night that the present tense 
suould be used, for h¢@ is every inch 
a prince during every~minute of a 
comedy that holds out much appeal 
to first-nighters who are accustomed 
to seeing these plays properly done. 

Ably supported by his associates 
of the Forsyth Players, plug the pro- 
nounced ability of little Miss Sylvia 
Miles, who was brought in to take 
a very difficult child part, Litel was 
not even hard pressed to give Forsyth 
patrons one of the best bits they have 
yet had, and this stock company is 
noted for the real achievements it has 
rut across since “opening shop” just 
61 weeks ago. 

Litel was well cast, and so were 
ull the others. The play gave each 
a a chance to show at best 
orm, and the result was a delightful 
comedy that proved immensely pleas- 
ing to one of the largest and best- 
natured audiences seen at the theatre 
in months. 


Litel Prominent. 


Litel was a prominent figure in 
each of the three acts, Hig role in the 
first act was that of a man who had 
won financial recognition very early 
in life; too soon, in fact, to become 
accustomed to the rough spots in the 
road, and who took the liquid path 
as a Way out when disappointmente 
crept in, 

Then came his chance to forget, 
this time through natural channels. 
A “prince” he became to a girl whom 
he thought to be a struggling short- 
story writer and to a little orphan, 
who was a general favorite with fel- 
low sufferers at the heroine’s board- 
ing house. And a “prince” he re 
mained through to the end. 

Miss Belle Bennett, leading lady, 
as Katherine Woods, was given an- 
other part in which she fitted as 
nicely as she did last week in “Lilac 
Time” and to go back still farther, 
almost as splendidly as in “The Gold- 
fish,” generally remembered as Miss 
Bennett’s best opportunity since join- 
ing the Forsyth cast. 

It seems a pity that the plot of 
“A Prince There Was” makes it im- 
possible for the audience to get longer 
and more frequent glimpses of Miss 
Bennett, for she is at her best in this 
play and portraying, too, the role in 
which Atlanta loves her best. Sim- 
plicity marked her attire in the sec- 


ond act when she made her first 
appearance, but in the third, her cos- 
tume did nothing less than snap the 
audience into a buzz of “ohs” and 
“ahs” that lasted for several seconds. 

If the major portion of this dis- 
cussion thus far has been confined to 
Miss Bennett and Mr. Litel, the state- 
ment will not hold for the applause 
as Forsyth patrons gave freely of this 
form of the stamp of approval last 
night. The honor of drawing applause 
prolonged far more than that which 
was given either of the aforementioned 
principals goes to little Miss Miles. 

Pretty Child. 

We are not an expert on ages of 
children. We are fairly good at look- 
mug at a bail player anu uaming fig- 
ures that won't cause a law suit, but 
that’s as far as we'll stray in picking 
ages. Women and children are always 
berred when we talk on this subjert. 
However, it strikes us that there are 
not mauy children as young as Diiss 
Miles looks who can do half the things 
this little miss fautlessly performed 
in this play. And certainly we bave 
never gazed upon a prettier child. 

Gus Forbes, as Jack Carruthers, 
owner of a magazine, was generously 
applauded and justly, for this veteran, 
who has been tried in every concelva- 
ble role and who has never yet dis- 
appointed his admirers, was the same 
old Gus, his whole heart in his work, 
which he accomplished without a 
flaw. 

Miss Alice Baker as Mrs. Prouty; 
Miss Elinor McCune as her daugh- 
ter; Miss Jean Scott, another of the 
boarders, and Rankin Mansfield put 
on a boarding house scene that was a 
riot. Walter Marshall, Robert W. 
Smiley, Miss Mary McDonald, Eugene 
Head and Stuart Beebe were others 
who contributed to make the play en- 
joyable. 

The second of Atlanta’s real “first 
nights” will be given Monday night 
when “Mary and John” will be the 
vehicle. Maravene Thompson, author 
of “The Net,” which had a successful 
run in New York, is collaborating with 
George Nelson in its production and 
is already on hand for the rehearsals, 
which are scheduled to get under way 
today. Mrs. Thompson stated last 
night that she had written the play 
especially for Miss Bennett, having 
seen the latter in “Lawful Larceny” 
in New York, when she was very 
favorably impressed with the acting of 
Miss Bennett.

SUTTON GIVES REASON 
FOR LAWLESSNESS 


“Red” Barron and Others 
Talk at Sunday School 
Conference. 


Athens, Ga., May 14.—“The reason 
for lawlessness is not so much the 
things that have been ascribed ag its 
cause; it is that unholy hands bave 
been laid on the Bible by pulpit advo- 


cates of ‘the new thought’,” declared 


Prof. Willis A. Sutton, superintendent 
of Atlanta city schools, in an address 
here tonight before the regional Sun- 
day school conference. 

“All we need to do is to give God’s 
word a chance,” he continued. “There 
must come into Georgia, there must 
come into our schools, a deep, pungent 
conviction that we are going to give 
our children education in the word of 
God.” 

Professor Sutton deplored what he 
termed the modern tendency to make 
the home “just a gathering place,” 
and declared that “if we do not stay 
at home some, we are not going to 
have an established civilization. Ags 
it is, religious reaching in the home 
is the most fundamental in human 
nature, you Cay see the danger when 
it is so sadly neglected,” 

“Red” Barron, Georgia Tech foot- 
ball star, and others followed Pro- 
fessor Sutton. Barron paid a tribute 
to “such athletes as Joe Bennett and 
Coach Stegeman, of the University of 
Georgia,” who he declared “are put- 
ting the spirit of Christianity in their 
athletics.” 

Professor Sutton advocated week- 
day non-denominational schools with 
competent teachers from al! Protest- 
ant denominations to give religious in- 
struction to the young, in addition to 
suck instruction as they receive in 
Sunday schools, which he asserted ig 
inadequate,
